^C/HILE the works of artist-craftsmen in this ancient medium date back thousands 
of years before the Christian Era, ornamental ironwork for architectural uses 
did not become fully developed until the 10th Century (in England). It was 
used principally in windows and doors as a protection against enemy attacks, 
and as huge hinges for massive doors and gates. Always, however, the use 
of ironwork was ornamental, as well as utilitarian — expressing the artistic 
skill and tastes of the time. The English people found ironwork highly suit- 
able to their temperament and architectural development because of its 
strength and stability, as well as its everlasting beauty. 

Later, in the 17th Century, French ironworkers developed a new level of 
perfection, becoming the cleverest craftsmen in Europe. Work known as 
"joiner's work" became immensely popular, and reached an exceptionally 
high standard of excellence. This work includes door-hinge ornaments, door- 
handles, knockers, ambry doors, and locks — most notable of which may be 
seen on the west doors of Notre Dame, Paris.
